Colorado Springs. Colo., Sept. 15.— 


"W. S. Stratton. who Is well known all 
over the country as a millionaire min- 
ing man, died hevo at !>::!" o'eloc!; 
Sunday night. He began to slr.k early 
In the evening and sank rapidly until 
death came. His physicians gave up 
hope for him and announced to his 
relatives that the end was near. 


Mr. Stratton had by en ill for iicveral 


months. 
He had been In a critical 


condition for several weeks and his 
death was expected at any time, lie 
had been unconscious throughout the 
day, and the relatives.

survives Mr. Stratton. did not leave 
his bedside at any time. 


Born in Indiana. 


Mr. Strattou was born at Jefferson- 


vllle, Ind.. hi ISIS. Ills private chari- 
ties were boundless nnd hU interest tn 
the public welfare was almost without 
limit. He was the owner of the Colo- 
rado Springs street railway system. 
His wealth Is estimated at from 515.- 
Ouo.duo to j.io.tMiii.niio. 


Perhaps no miner who ever became 


a millionaire ralne owner had tlu 
vicissitudes and hardships 
to 
over- 


come as a prospector that W. S. Strat- 
ton did—"Old Man Stratton." as he 
was called—though he was old only In 
so far as the hard life of a prospector 
fficl-.-.-V any man in the forties seem 
like one in the sixties or more. The 
Btcry of Cripple Creek centers around 
the life of "Old Man Strattan." nor Is 
It complete without the history of the 
Independence mine. That was Strat- 
tcn's big strike. 


Was an Impressionist. 


For a generation and a half Cripple 


Crc;.-:s lay at the feet almost of the 
men who eought vainly for Its treas- 
ures. Stratum's search brought the 
chrr.a:: of the diggings for the elusive 
and coveted veins of gold-bearing ore.-. 
Nearly thirty years ago he came to 
Colorado, full of the notion that he 
would nnd n gold mine. His favorite 
expression—"1 go much on 
impres- 


sions"—went with him. 


In winter, wh?n he had exhausted 


the supply of money he obtained from 
what surface ore he found, lie put In 
his time nt carpenter won;. From his 
earnings at his trade he saved enough 
to spend bis summers in the moun- 
tains.
